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Charity Load Creating Hardship On Local Hospital

A Perry County InstltuUon which last year gave over 
9100,000 in services to the poor may be Just around the coi ier 
from the poorhouse itself. 

The institution is the Mt. Mary hospital, and while not 
qnite destitute, it’s financial condition is such that hospital 
auditors have commented: 

“The amount of free service provided by the hospital is a 
substantial amount, and It is extremely doubtful that any hos- 
pital could survive such a drain on its annual revenues.” 

And without the Mount Mary Hospital. Perry Countians 
would find themselves without: 

1 The only hospital in Hazard that accepts charity patients. 
The Miner’s Memorial, operated under a trust fund, cannot ac- 
cept indigents (charity cases) except in a life or death emcr- 
lfe>ncy 

2. A hospital with a private room charge of $16 per day — 
$14 less than the $30 rate charged at the Miner’s Memorial for 
private, paying patients. 

Too Large A Charity Load 

In a nutshell, the hospital’s problems stem from the charity 
lead it must carry here in the county, and the all-too little mon- 
ey it receives from the county government for the care of the 
medically indigent— persons with or without incomes who can- 
not afford medical care. 

Last year, the hospital provided over $106,000 in charity 




to the county -and got from the fiscal court— a token $220 - 
less than SO cents per charity patients The hospital treated 
457 of the county’s indigent. 

In one case where the bill of an indigent patient ran to 
$288 03, the hospital was authorized payment by the county of 
$25 It still hopes to get the money! 

As to what the county actually owes the hospital, or what 
can be expected in the future, even Sister Gabriel, hospital ad- 
ministrator, isn’t sure 

The county's bill has been building up over the past four 
years- -the administration of Judge J. H Banks. And even here. 
Sister Gabriel explains, county figures cannot reflect the true 
amount of charity treatment provided by the Mount Mary. In a 
number of charity cases, the sister explained, the hospital didn’t 
present the county with a bill because the hospital knew pay- 
ment wouldn’t be forthcoming. 

Improvement Under Judge Smith 

Some improvement has been shown already under the ad- 
ministration of County Judge J. A. Smith. In February, the 
hospital got $190; it applies, however, against bills dating back 
to 1956, and needless to say is hardly a drop in the bucket on 
the $108, 000-plus bill for 1957. 

One misunderstanding, and a popular one about any num- 
ber of Catholic hospitals operated by nuns, as is the Mt. Mary, 
is that it is subsidized by the Roman Catholic Church. In other 
words, if the hospital comes up short at year’s end, the church 



makes up the difference 

This isn’t the case in the Mt Mary The hospital is on a 
self-sustaining basis. As long as it continued to make it’s own 
way, it can operate 

When financial conditions get to where the hospital cannot 
pay it’s own bills, then the nuns will be pulled out and the hos- 
pital closed— and probably sold on the open market. 

Buyers of hospitals, needless to say, are few and far be- 
tween. 

The Mt. Mary is able to operate at less than most other 
hospitals primarily because of the free services of the nuns 
They receive no salary other than room and board. In addition, 
the staff includes a dedicated group of public-spirited nurses 
who receive less than the normal rate of pay for their profes 
sion. This cuts down considerably on the hospital's expenses 
With a staff of 91. the hospital has 83 on the payroll. 

Ford Funds Intended For Wing 

Another misunderstanding about the hospital’s financial 
condition stems from the fact that in mid-1957, the Mount Mary 
announced plans for a new wing. 

When these plans were revealed, the hospital was treating 
U M W patients, and receiving a per diem rate of $15 25 per 
day for the patients The rate included room and board, medi- 
cine, nursing care, hospital X-rays, oxygen if needed, surgical 
supplies, blood plasma, operating room expenses and anesthesia 
That’s everything but the cost of the doctor and laboratory ex- 






penses 

At the time, members of the U.M.W. could receive treat- 
ment In any hospital approved by the trust fund The Mt. Mary 
was on this list, and carrying a large number of U.M.W. pa- 
tients, was overcrowded. 

A wing was needed and money for it was available through 
the Ford Foundation grant of $59,900 and matching govern- 
ment funds 

On Oct. 8. however, not long after plans for the wing were 
announced, a change in policy by the U.M.W Fund restricted 
beneficiaries to treatment by the Miner’s Memorial Hospitals 

With the loss of U.M.W patients, the demand for the new 
wing was gone. Over-crowding, however, remains a problem 
for the hospital and will probably become more acute in the 
future as the demand for medical services In Perry and adjoin- 
ing counties increase. 

Other Improvements Planned 

The Ford Foundation Funds, incidentally, cannot be used 
by the hospitals for administrative or operating expenses. The 
money, under the Ford grant, is limited to building improve- 
ments and physical additions. 

Over $19,000 of it has already been spent by the hospital 
and results were indicted when the institution was accredited 
last year. The balance is to be spent on new screens, fire es- 
capes and a standby generator.

Talking with Bruce Stephens and Jake 
Foreman the other day, Bruce came up with 
an idea which has considerable merit by posing 
this question:

Of course, this land Is private property. But 
as Bruce said, it could bo leased by some civic 
club at say a $1 00 a year, then be planted by 
the club in trees. The owners would realize a 
tax savings on their land, and at tho end of the 
contract, 15-20 years, would have a valuable 
mountainside of timber. 

But at the end of two or three years, the 
community would have ono of the most scenic 
backgrounds of any town in the United States 
It’s an idea worth looking into. 

Long Tail On Our Cat - 
Getting Out The Herald 

A better understanding of the tremendous j 
job done by newspapers and their supportering 
industries to inform, advise and amuse their 
readers and to serve their advertisers by put- 
ting buyer and seller in touch with each other 
should come from a new study just completed. 

Any reader or advertiser who might be 
inclined to take for granted an adequate supply 
of paper and the printing and distribution facil 
ities required to get newspapers before the eyes f 
of America is in for a surprise at the armies of 
people, the huge pums of money and the vast 
natural resources that are devoted to his ser- 
vice. 

Publishers of US newspapers paid out near 
ly a billion dollars in 1957 for paper alone — 
almost six-and-a-half million tons of newsprint — 
according to the study just released by the 
Newsprint Information % Committee Of this 
enormous acreage of printing surface, the lion’s 
share — -well over half — was used by advertisers 
to satisfy public interest in information about 
available goods and services. 

To produce the newsprint required for ad 
vertising space alone, the Committee estimates, 
26,000 men worked for a year in woodlands and 
mills, harvesting and processing an estimated 
75 million trees representing the annual re 
growth from thousands of square miles of for- 
ests. To do this staggering job, the mills them- 
selves called into play production facilities hav- 
ing a replacement value of ono-and-one-third 
billions of dollars! 

These are mighty impressive totals, any 
way you slice ’em And at this time when we 
are more aware than ever of the importance of i 
continuing to buy the things we need and the 
things we’d like to have, the Committee's sur 
vey brings into sharp focus the vital role of the 
newspaper— and the industries that support it 
— in our interdependent national economy. 

Next time an ad prompts you to buy staples 
or equipment or luxuries— a can of beans, a 
Hew can-opener, the catsup or a carload of feed, I 
a combine, a deluxe fishing rod— it should be 
interesting to reflect that you are helping to 
pay the wages of lumberjacks, timber cruisers, 
paper mill hands, railroad men, sailors and 
truckers as well as the slaves here at home 
who get the paper out.

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9.6 Decrease Seen In 1958 Coal Production 



Washington March 28 — The 
National Coal Association estim- 
ated today that the United 
States will produce 443 million 
tons of bituminous coal this 
year, a decrease of 9 6 per cent 
from the 490 million-ton output 
of 1967. 

The 1956 forecast was based 
on an assumption that business 
and industrial activity will in- 
crease substantially in the last 
half of 1956. Bituminous coal is 
so closely woven into the na- 
tion ’a industrial fabric that the 
level of business activity sharp- 
ly affects many of Its markets. 

NCA, which is the nationwide 
organization of bituminous coal 
producers, forecast the 1958 de- 
mand by various markets thus:

The estimate was prepared 
by the Market Forecast Sub- 
committee of the NCA Commit- 
tee on Coal Economics and 
Statistics. The forecast group, 
studying various predictions of 
U. S. business activity, expres- 
sed the view the current decline 
may be at or near its trough. 
The committee assumed that 
1958 would be a “recession” 
year like 1949 and 1954 for 
industry generally, but felt 
there was no reason to expect 
a major economic depression. 

The expected use of 160 mil- 
lion tons by electric utilities 
takes into account a slower rate 
of expansion in power genera- 
tion this year, together with an 
increase in the use of natural 
gas at low “dump” rates and 
of residual oil. The use of more 
efficient generating units also 
slows the increase in fuel con- 
sumption. 

The forecast of coal consump- 
tion by the coke and steel in- 
dustry was based on a steel 
ingot output of about 94 million 
tons, compared with 112 mil- 
lion in 1957. This assumes a 
recovery in the last half of this

Fallout Peril 
Described By 
Civil Defense 

What is it you can’t hear, 
smell, teste, touch, or even 3ee 
and yet is capable of killing 

you? 

The answer is FALLOUT, says 
Civil Defense Director Jake Fitz- 
patrick, adding that fallout is 
nothing more than particles of 
matter in the air, made radio- 
active by thermonuclear explos 
ions. 

According to Fitzpatrick and 
State Civil Defense Headquar- 
ters. some of these radioactive 
particles spill out in the im- 
mediate area of the explosion 
soon after it occurs and may 
be carried by upper winds for 
miles. Sooner or later they set- 
tle to earth. This ij called fall- 
out. 

Civil Defense officials and 
weather experts will estimate 
the probable path and speed of 
approaching fallout should a 
bomb be dropped and advise 
residents on conelrad stations— 
640 and 1240 on radio dials. 

Experts advise that wherever 
the individual is at the time of 
warning, he should take the 
best available shelter. An ordin- 
ary frame house may cut radia- 
tion danger by about one half. 
A basement will offer even 
more protection, the radiation 
there being only about one- 
tenth as bad. An underground 
shelter with three feet of earth 
above it will give almost com- 
plete protection, if equipped 
with a door and air filter. 

I Four rules have been set 
down by Civil Defense officials 
for protection from fallout: 

First is preparation of a shel- 
ter area. Second is stocking the 
shelter with a supply of emer- 
gency food and water. Third is 
securing a radio, perferably bat- 
tery-operated, and keeping it 
in a safe place And fourth — 
if the individual thinks that he 
has been in a serious fallout 
area — is removal of outer cloth- 
ing and washing of the exposed 
parts of his body thoroughly.
